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has been very involved in preparing municipal budgets in 
both Winthrop and Stoughton. 

"In 2003 there was a period where I served as In- 
terim Town Manager in Stoughton," Mr. Dawson said. "It 
was at that time that we experienced for the first time cuts 
in state aid — specifically, reductions in lottery money. 
But in a very short time we were able to form a team ... of 
department heads to bring them together in short order 
and allow them to really understand how all the other 
departments fit in with each other. It was a really good 
process. We made some difficult cuts and some difficult 
choices, but all the department heads had ownership of 
it." 

When asked where his strength lies, Mr. Dawson 
said he is very confident of his communciation skills. 

"I think allowing department heads to be creative 
(and) innovative and encouraging employees to come up 
with new ideas is good," he said. "Sometimes change can 
be good. I think anyone you ask will tell you I'm a good, 
honest and open communicator." 

When asked how he would handle an escalating 
conflict between an elected board and a citizen group, the 
latter of which has requested to meet with the Board of 
Selectmen, Mr. Dawson said he hoped he would be able 
to defuse the situation well before it reached that critical 
stage. 

"Certainly it would require me to meet with the 
(board) and find out why a citizen group is demanding to

meet with the (Selectmen)," Mr. Dawson said. "I do see 
there's a role there for the Town Administrator to try and 
take the bull by the horns ... and act as mediator." 

Mr. Dawson offered some suggestions as to how 
the town could approach their need for a new Police Sta- 
tion. 

"You need to understand both sides of the issue 
because people have strong feelings when it comes to 
raising their taxes," Mr. Dawson said. "But I have had the 
opportunity to tour (the Marion Police Station) and there 
are physical plant needs there. We need to do what we 
can to make people aware of it. Communication, again, is 
critical." 

As a proponent of open communication, Mr. 
Dawson said he has always enjoyed a great rapport with 
the news media. 

"There can't be this secrecy," he said. "There are 
times when sensitive matters will require some discretion, 
but the press can be very useful. There have been times 
when I've called a reporter to help me get a message out 
and they can be great tools (for that purpose)." 

Mr. Dawson noted he had the chance to tour the 
town recently and meet with many of the department 
heads and Town House staff and he was very impressed. 

"There's a great group of people that you have 
working here," Mr. Dawson said. "I just hope and look 
forward to the opportunity that this will work out and I'll 
be able to work here in Marion."

latter of which has requested to meet with the Board of 
Selectmen, Mr. Plante said he would look into the matter 
personally. 

"Well, I think you'd need to conduct an investiga- 
tion and find out what the problem is and determine what 
needs to be done," he said. "Many times you have two 
sides to a story and the truth is somewhere in the middle. 
If that doesn't work, maybe I'd meet with a representative 
of the elected board and the citizen's group and see what 
I could do to mediate between the parties. If that didn't 
work, then I'd contact the Selectmen Chairman and see if 
they wanted to meet." 

Questioned how he would handle a situation 
where he had to terminate an employee, Mr. Plante said 
it's always a difficult thing to do. 

"There was one that involved (an employee) who 
was stealing, so that one was somewhat easier," he said. 
"But there was another older employee who just wasn't 
performing ... and we had to let her go." 

Mr. Plante had some ideas on how the town could 
revisit their need for a new Police Station. 

"As you know, I was very involved with the 
building of a new Police Station in North Attleboro," he 
said. "I don't want to rain on your parade, but it took us 
10 years but we finally got it done. It cost over $7 million 
... but it's a beautiful facility. The way we got it through 
was the committee worked very hard at getting the word 
out to the folks. I can tell you the Town of North Attleboro

had never approved a (Proposition 2-1 / 2) override before 
that time. It passed by only 28 votes, so it was very close. 
The big thing is you've got to sell it (to the voters)." 

When asked about his experience in dealing with 
the news media, Mr. Plante said he has had to deal with 
four newspapers in Rockland on a regular basis. 

"I'm very open with them (and) with the excep- 
tion of Executive Sessions, I'll give them any documents 
they request," he said. "And I'm not shy, if they mess a 
story up, I'll tell them. (But) that goes both ways. Right 
now (Rockland) is dealing with a lawsuit against Mo- 
bil Oil ... and {The Boston Globe) did a great job with the 
story." 

As for his first goals and objectives if hired, Mr. 
Plante said he would want to sit down with the Board of 
Selectmen and devise that list together. 

"I'd also want to find out what the priorities and 
goals of each department head is," he said. "And then set 
up a plan and decide what we need to do. It would be 
a kind of settling in process ... learning who's who and 
what's what." 

Of his most difficult task, Mr. Plante said it would 
be when he was first hired as Town Administrator in 
Rockland and having to immediately deal with the misap- 
propriation of funds by the contracted firm running the 
town's wastewater treatment plant. 

"It was a scandalous situation and made all the 
(newspapers)," he said. "That was my long, hot summer."

someone else provide another point of view. I think if s 
productive to have things spelled out by the parties ... to 
find a resolution." 

Asked if she's had to terminate an employee, Ms. 
Marshall said she can recall an employee who was strug- 
gling and she had to let them go. 

"We were having a problem, so I told them we 
need to work out a plan ... to make the situation better," 
she said. "We did try that, but she came to me and eventu- 
ally she quit and I agreed it was appropriate. I'm not sure 
that was terminating someone as much as it was the best 
solution for the time and situation. The toughest thing 
about that was agreeing with her that it was time to go, 
because she actually tried.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

December 11, 2006

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, December 11 
at 7:22 pm by Chairman Bradford Morse after the town's 
Annual Christmas Tree Lighting Ceremony. Also pres- 
ent were Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Dan A. 
McGaffey, Town Administrator Richard LaCamera, and 
Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first approved the minutes of the De- 
cember 4 meeting, with Selectman Nunes abstaining. 

The board then signed and approved the contract 
with newly-hired Town Administrator Richard LaCamera 
at an annual salary of $78,000 as per the vote taken last 
week. The board also signed and approved an agreement 
with the Town of Lakeville to use their animal shelter for 
any stray animals picked up within Rochester by their 
Animal Control Officers. Rochester will pay a $15 per day 
boarding fee to the Town of Lakeville, along with a $20 
drop-off fee for each dog brought to the Lakeville Animal 
Shelter. This renewed agreement will be in force until 
December 31, 2007. Lastly, the board signed and approved 
Class II License renewals for Bumpus Auto Sales and The 
Custom Shop, effective through December 2008. 

Also as per last week's vote, the board also signed 
Personnel Action Forms (PAFs) for Mr LaCamera in his

Under the Town Administrator's report. Chair- 
man Morse welcomed Mr. LaCamera, who gave the board 
an update on his first week on the job. 

"I'm looking forward to being Town Administra- 
tor and I appreciate the board's confidence in me," Mr. 
LaCamera said. "\ spent the better part of last week meet- 
ing with department heads and other board members, so 
it's been a great week and I'm looking forward to working 
with all those people." 

Mr. LaCamera said one of his first tasks was to 
implement a biweekly payroll cycle as recommended by 
the Board of Selectmen.

Apocalypto. Starring Rudy Youngblood and Dalia Hernandez. 
Directed by Mel Gibson. Running time: 140 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

Mel Gibson, I think, is missing his true calling as a director of 

horror movies. He has an eye for arresting imagery (well, he's got 
good taste in cinematographers — Dances with Wolves' Dean Semler 
does the honors here), he can set up and sustain suspense, and he has 
a knack for ominous, oppressive moods — impending doom, the 
looming threat of agonizing physical catastrophe. Say what you will 
about Gibson's extracurricular idiocies and Cro-Magnon-Catholic 
obsessions — the crazy bastard can direct. He has yet, however, to 
find material that allows him to produce anything more than brutal 
technical exercises. 

Apocalypto comes advertised with all sorts of deep-bass noises 
about its thematic significance. We're meant to look upon the desper- 
ately bloody experience of the Mayans and ponder why civilizations 
die. But then the movie — even its title trembles with epic foreboding 
— offers us a joke about a gullible tribe member eating tapir testicles 
before the film's five minutes old. That's when you remember Mel 
the prankster and Three Stooges fan. After the high-mass serious- 
ness of The Passion of the Christ, Gibson indulges in a good deal of 
slapstick in order to humanize the central tribe, who will soon fall 
to the vicious wiU of a more advanced city tribe. An idea, arguable 
but at least interesting, pops up out of this — slavery is the price of 
civilization — and then dies of loneliness. 

What this thing turns out to be is a skimpy action flick, in which 
the hero Jaguar Paw (Rudy Youngblood) must escape his captors and 
make it back to his forest, where his pregnant wife (Dalia Hernandez) 
and young son wait in a deep hole. Jaguar Paw runs and runs, spurred 
on by the memory of his father admonishing him to avoid fear He's 
pursued by the fearsome Zero Wolf (Raoul Trujillo), who wears some 
sort of animal jaw around his own, and at one point regards a fallen tree 
that's nearly crushed him and says "I am walking here" — Gibson's 
tip of the hat to Midnight Cowboy, perhaps, though Zero Wolf stops 
short of slapping the tree defiantly. 



Rudy Youngblood has hard/soft features and full lips — he 
resembles Vin Diesel — and he and Dalia Hernandez have some 
playful early moments. Gibson doesn't just do brutality — he has 
a gentle touch. But the gentleness is just there so we can mourn its 
passing when the violence starts. Apocalypto isn't nearly as grotesque 
as you might have heard, unless you haven't seen any action movies 
or horror movies in the last three decades. I can describe the events 
— hearts yanked out, heads lopped off, a jaguar feasting on a man's 
face — and they sound harsh in print, but they're shown glancingly. 
Whatever else it is, this isn't Touchstone's (i.e. Disney's) answer to 
Cannibal Holocaust. All the suffering, though, adds up to the usual 
Mel Gibson template: Lone hero endures inunense pain and stands up 
against impossible odds. Twenty years ago Gibson could've painted 
himself brown and played Jaguar Paw himself. 

Apocalypto wouldn't be "controversial" at all if Gibson hadn't 
drunk himself into a Jew-bashing stupor last summer — and in retro- 
spect, that little slip of the lip might've helped the movie more than 
hurt it, because it kept the buzz alive. Gibson has always been dark 
and troubled, and he's becoming more volubly cranky as he ages but 
also more intriguingly transparent in his work. What, for instance, 
are we to make of the ending, in which our hero triumphs over ev- 
erything only to face the boats full of Christians ready to ensure that 
the Mayans either embrace God or die? Gibson gives us a savage, 
innocent, beautiful culture out there in the forest and then tells us 
that between violent civilization and encroaching monotheism, that 
culture was doomed. Whether he says this regretfully or with a kind 
of "God happens" shrug is anyone's guess.
